The GOP’s New Flavor of the Month 


Could Christie prevail 
in a race where other 
favorites have faded? 

Manchester, N.H. 

New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie’s 
entry into the 2012 presidential race 
could dramatically reshape what has 
become a two-man race between Mitt 
Romney and Rick Perry. But Chris- 
tie, who’s under pressure from party 
elders to run, hasn’t faced national 
scrutiny — and he could join other 
early favorites who burned out fast. 

The budget-cutting Christie is the 
latest heartthrob of Republicans who 
have been looking for a more exciting 
candidate than Romney. The former 
Massachusetts governor ran in 2008 
and has long been considered the one 
to beat in the GOP, which has a his- 
tory of nominating candidates who 
lost once before. 

Indiana Gov. Mitch Daniels, a 
favorite of fiscal conservatives, decid- 
ed not to run. So did Mississippi Gov. 
Haley Barbour, long a part of the GOP 
establishment. Perry, the Texas gov- 
ernor, jumped in amid much fanfare 
only to sweat under the scrutiny his 
first national campaign brought. Min- 
nesota Rep. Michele Bachmann rallied 
restive conservatives long enough to 
win a key test vote in Iowa but quick- 
ly faded to the background.

Rick Perry as a warning of the pitfalls of running 
for president. Perry shot to the top of polls after 
his announcement in mid-August. Yet, after a few 
shaky debate performances and many attacks 
from Mitt Romney, Perry has begun to fade.

“arrogant enough” to run for presi- 
dent in 2012. Now he is reconsidering 
in light of encouragement from GOP 
luminaries such as Henry Kissinger, 
Nancy Reagan and Barbara Bush. 

If he runs, Christie probably would 
be able to raise millions for a cam- 
paign, though his rivals have a huge 
head start. With about 100 days before 
the caucuses in Iowa, he’d face the 
tough task of setting up state cam- 
paign organizations swiftly, though 
he already has a team of advisers with 
national campaign experience. 

And as a Republican governor of a 
Democratic mid-Atlantic state, he could 
appeal to the donors and voters who like 
Romney’s business background but are 
looking for a more charismatic candi- 
date. But he would also face a nation- 
al spotlight that’s much harsher than 
that on the state or local stage. 

“The best thing to be is a potential 
candidate,” said Rich Galen, a long- 
time Republican strategist. “I don’t 
think anybody can stand up to that 
scrutiny without laying the ground- 
work for a long time before.” (ap)

Officials seek better 
traeing in response 
to listeria outbreak 

Washington 

The recent listeria outbreak from 
cantaloupe shows that large-scale 
occurrences of serious illnesses 
linked to tainted food have grown 
more common over the years, part- 
ly because much of what we eat 
takes a long and winding road 
from farm to fork. 

A cantaloupe grown on a Col- 
orado field may make four or five 
stops before it reaches the dinner 
table. There’s the packing house 


where it is cleaned and packaged, 
then the distributor who contracts 
with retailers to sell the melons in 
large quantities. A processor may 
cut or bag the fruit. The retail dis- 
tribution center is where the melons 
are sent to stores. Then it’s stacked 
on display at the grocery store. 

Imported fruits and vegetables, 
almost two-thirds of the produce 
consumed in the U.S., have an even 
longer journey. 

“The food chain is very com- 
plex,” says Sherri McGarry of the 
Food and Drug Administration’s 
Office of Foods. “There are many 
steps, and the more steps there are, 
the harder it can be to link up each 
step to identify what the common

source” of an outbreak is. 

Fewer and larger farms and 
companies dominate U.S. food pro- 
duction. That has driven some con- 
sumers to seek out farmers mar- 


kets and locally grown produce. 
But many in the produce industry 
have come together to improve the 
ability to quickly trace food from 
field to plate. 

Erik Olson, director of food and 
consumer safety programs for the 
Pew Health Group, says it is crit- 
ical that those improvements are 
made to prevent more, larger out- 
breaks as the system grows more 
complex. 

“Clearly, the food industry has 
just changed enormously in the 
last several decades,” he said. “It 
would be virtually impossible to sit 
down and eat a meal and eat food 
that hasn’t come from all over the

Officials: Bombing 
of army position 
was an accident 

San'a, Yemen 

A government warplane bombed an 
army position in southern Yemen, 
killing at least 30 soldiers involved 
in months of intense battles against 
al-Qaeda members, officials said 
Sunday. 

The strike appeared to be a mis- 
take, but the soldiers hit were from 
a unit that had defected to side with 
protesters seeking the president’s 
ouster, raising questions about 
whether the bombing might have 
been intentional. 

Yemen’s government and the 
renegade military units both con- 
sider Yemen’s al-Qaeda branch 
an enemy. President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh’s political opponents, how- 
ever, accuse him of allowing the 
Islamic militants to seize control 
of towns in southern Yemen earlier 
this year in a bid to spark fears in 
the West that without him in power, 
al-Qaeda would take over. 

The airstrike, which took place 


Saturday evening in Abyan prov- 
ince, targeted an abandoned school 
used as a shelter by soldiers of the 
army’s 119th Brigade who were bat- 
hing the al-Qaeda fighters, military 
and medical officials said. The bri- 
gade is thought to have received 
significant support from the U.S. 
military to enable it to fight the 
militants in the south. 

In recent days, fighting in the 
area has been heavy; 28 soldiers 


and militants were killed there 
Saturday. 

Yemen’s turmoil is of deep 
concern to the United States and 
Europe in large part because of 
the possibility that Al-Qaeda in 
the Arabian Peninsula will bene- 
fit from it and carve out an even 
bigger haven in Yemen from which 
to plot attacks on the West. 

The group was behind several 
nearly successful strikes on U.S. 


Meanwhile ... 

Last week, U.S. officials said 
intelligence had indicated that 
Ibrahim al-Asiri, the top al-Qaeda 
bomb-maker in Yemen, also died in 
the Friday airstrike that killed U.S.- 
born cleric Anwar al-Awlaki, a key al- 
Qaeda figure, and a Pakistani-Amer- 
ican who produced the group’s Web 
magazine. In Washington on Sunday, 
however, a Yemeni official said al- 
Asiri, who was linked to the under- 
wear bomb of the man accused of 
trying to blow up a plane over De- 
troit on Christmas Day 2009, was 
not killed in the strike, (ap)

Syrian Opposition Creates Unified Council 


Beirut 

Syrian dissidents formally estab- 
lished a broad-based national coun- 
cil Sunday designed to overthrow 
President Bashar Assad’s regime, 
which they accused of pushing the 
country to the brink of civil war. 

The announcement in Istan- 
bul of the Syrian National Coun- 
cil appeared to be the most serious 
step yet to unify a deeply frag- 
mented opposition. It follows five 


days of battles between the Syri- 
an military and army defectors in 
the country that raised the specter 
of all-out armed conflict. 

Prominent Syrian opposition 
figure Bourhan Ghalioun, who 
read out the founding statement of 
the SNC in Istanbul, accused the 
regime of fomenting sectarian strife 
in Syria to maintain its grip. 

The opposition movement has 
until now focused on peaceful dem- 
onstrations, though recently some

protesters have been reported to 
have taken up arms to defend them- 
selves against military attacks. 

In forming a national council, 
the Syrians are following in the 
footsteps of Libyan rebels, who 
formed a National Transitional 
Council during the uprising that 
ousted dictator Moammar Gad- 
hafi. The Libyan council won inter- 
national recognition and has now 
become the main governing body 
that runs the country, (ap)

Va. officials concerned 
about funding for the 
rest of the rail project 

Metro 

The Metrorail extension through 
Tysons Corner has burned through 
more than 70 percent of its con- 
tingency fund. With two years of 
construction remaining, the juris- 
dictions paying for the line — and 
Dulles Toll Road drivers — could 
be on the hook for millions in pos- 
sible cost overruns, transportation 
experts say. 

The project, the first phase of 
Metrorail’s extension to Dulles 


International Airport and Loudoun 
County, began with $312.3 million 
allotted for unforeseen expenses two 
years ago. As of June, that fund had 
dwindled to $89.7 million. 

That shrinkage feeds doubts 
about whether managers will be 
able to finish the project on time 
and within budget. 

“That is certainly the goal, but 
there are challenges that remain,” 
said Patrick A. Nowakowski, the 
executive director of the Dulles 
rail project. 

If the project goes over budget, 
the partners — Fairfax and Loud- 
oun counties, and the Metropolitan 
Washington Airports Authority — 
will have to make up a portion of

the difference on the $2.8 billion 
project. Toll road drivers can also 
expect to pay more. 


Airports authority board mem- 
bers said they are keeping a close 
watch on overall spending, which 
has totaled $1.4 billion so far. 

“It is something we’re pay- 
ing close attention to,” said Rob- 
ert Brown, who chairs the air- 
ports authority board’s finance 
committee. 

“We’re watching what gets used 
because we don’t want to be over 
budget.” 

Fairfax monitors the project 
on a weekly basis. County Board 
of Supervisors Chairman Sharon 
Bulova, a Democrat, said. “I’m not 
losing any sleep yet, but I’m cer- 
tainly paying attention,” she said.

Fairfax residents say 
eounty is doing little 
to help their homes 

Alexandria 

People in Fairfax County’s Hun- 
tington community who waded 
from their homes during last 
month’s devastating flash floods 
have had it up to their necks with 
something more than water. 

Every time Cameron Run floods 
their homes, government officials 
show up, tour the wreckage and 
promise remedies. New studies of 
the flooding are undertaken. Solu- 
tions such as levees, dredging and 
floodwalls are proposed. Yet, noth- 
ing gets done. 

The Fairfax County Board of 
Supervisors is again talking about 
building a $30 million levee and 
pumping station, although skep- 


tical Huntington residents say it’s 
not much different from the berm 
that was first proposed at least as 
far back as 1977 — except that such 
solutions have only become more 
expensive. 

Now, after the second serious 
flood in five years, many in the 


community have arrived at a cross- 
roads, driven by desperation. 

Some want to move. Some want 
to stay and fight for a levee. Oth- 
ers are ready to embrace redevel- 
opment, even if it means giving 
up on a 40-year-old zoning plan 
designed to preserve the diverse. 


blue-collar community of afford- 
able duplexes that has stood there 
since the 1940s. 

“We’re kidding ourselves if we 
think this isn’t going to happen 
again,” said Geoff Livingston, 39, 
who filed a lawsuit against the coun- 
ty and state after the 2006 flood. He 
expressed little hope that an34hing 
would change this time. 

“This is the slum as far as Fair- 
fax is concerned,” said Livingston, a 
media consultant who put up foot- 
age of the flood on his blog. 

Livingston said he and his 
wife, Caitlin, 40, suffered about 
$50,000 worth of damage in the 
2006 flood and at least $30,000 in 
damage last month, he said. They 
plan to move. 

So do others, who doubt that 
the county will ever come up with 
millions of dollars to protect such 
a small number of modestly priced

A Growing Movement 

Anti-Wall Street protesters see their numbers rise in New York and beyond 


New York 

The protesters who have been 
camping out in Manhattan’s Finan- 
cial District for more than two 
weeks eat donated food and keep 
their laptops running with a por- 
table gas-powered generator. They 
have a newspaper — the Occupied 
Wall Street Journal — and a make- 
shift hospital. 

They lack a clear objective, 
though they speak against corpo- 
rate greed, social inequality, global 
climate change and other concerns. 
But they’re growing in numbers, 
getting more organized and show 
no sign of quitting. 

City officials “thought we were 
going to leave, and we haven’t left,” 
19-year-old protester Kira Moyer- 
Sims said. “We’re going to stay as 
long as we can.” 

Saturday’s arrests of more than 
700 protesters who tried to cross 
the Brooklyn Bridge appeared to 
do little to dampen enthusiasm 
Sunday. 

The Occupy Wall Street dem- 
onstration started out last month 
with less than a dozen college stu- 
dents spending days and nights in 
Zuccotti Park, a private plaza off 
Broadway. It has grown sizably, 
however, both in New York City 
and elsewhere as people across the 
country, from Boston to Los Ange- 
les, display their solidarity in sim- 
ilar protests. 

Moyer-Sims, of Portland, Ore., 
said the group has grown much 
more organized. “We have a pro- 
tocol for most things,” she said, 
including getting legal help for 
people who are arrested. 

The protest has drawn protest- 
ers of diverse ages and occupations, 
including Jackie Fellner, a market- 
ing manager from Westchester 
County, N.Y. 

“We’re not here to take down 
Wall Street. It’s not poor against

Backstory 

The New York City protesters have spent most of their time in Zuccotti Park, 
sleeping on air mattresses, holding assemblies at which they discuss their 

goals and listening to speakers including celebrity activist 
Michael Moore and Princeton University professor Cornell 
West. On the past two Saturdays, though, they marched to 
other parts of the city, which led to tense standoffs with po- 
lice. On Sept. 24, about 100 people were arrested, and the 
group put out video that showed some women being hit with 
pepper spray by a police official. On Oct. 1, more than 700 
people were arrested as the group trekked to the Brooklyn 
Bridge. Some of the protesters said they were lured onto 
the roadway by police, or they didn’t hear the calls from authorities to head to 
the pedestrian walkway. Police said no one was tricked into being arrested, and 
those in the back of the group who couldn’t hear were allowed to leave, (ap)

As a boy, Hugh Jackman wasn’t 
allowed to watch boxing on TV. 
His father had been a professional 
boxer, so he knew firsthand what 
a brutal, uncertain career it was. 
Jackman didn’t even find out about 
his accountant father’s earlier occu- 
pation until he was 16. 


“Probably the first [boxer] I 
really connected to was [Mike] 
Tyson,” the Australian recalls. “It 
was Tyson that really first got my 
attention.” 

In his new film, “Real Steel,” 
opening Friday, Jackman plays a 
washed-up ex-boxer. Sugar Ray 
Leonard trained Jackman for 
the role and served as a consul- 
tant on the Steven Spielberg-pro- 
duced film. 

Jackman doesn’t actually fight 
in “Real Steel,” though he does 
some realistic-looking shadow 
boxing. In this futuristic action 


drama, his character, Charlie 
Kenton, lives in a world where 
human boxing is banned. Only 
robots are allowed to compete in 
the ring. Unable to fight, Charlie 
has become a small-time promoter 
to make ends meet. Together with 
his estranged 11-year-old son. Max

West Puts It on the Line 



Music’s biggest mouth 
Launches his fashion 
collection with a 
unique show in Paris 


Fashion 

Fashion’s most famous aficionado, 
Kanye West, turned pro on Satur- 
day with a luxurious, hard-edged 
women’s collection that bucked 
all the stereotypes about celebri- 
ty designers. 

West has been a front-row fix- 
ture at fashion shows for years, but 
industry insiders had greeted news 
that the music star was planning 
to launch a line of his own with a 
hefty dose of skepticism and plenty 
of barbed quips about how it would 
surely be Lindsay Lohan's leggings 
line all over again. 

So, it was with slightly humbled 
wonder that the fashion editors, 
stylists and journalists hand-picked 
to attend Saturday’s late-night 
spring-summer 2012 show — held 
in a high school in southern Paris 


— greeted the sophisticated, highly 
designed looks on the catwalk. 

No, West didn’t reinvent the 
wheel: You could see the influence 
of established designers whose 
shows he has frequented over the 
years. There was a bit of Balmain 
in the short, sex-drenched dress- 
es and some Givenchy in the goth- 
ic, bondage-y leather jackets and 
skirts, for example.

those on his design team. But 
West’s emotional attachment to 
the brand was clear. 

Speaking to reporters after 


the show, the seasoned perform- 
er kept repeating, “I’m so scared. 
I’m so nervous.” 

“The biggest conversation I hope 
I can end tonight is the whole ‘celeb- 
rity designer’ thing,” he said once he

collected himself “That’s the biggest 
hurdle when you want to get amaz- 
ing people to work for you.”

West’s praises.

The Nuanced Undead 


Smarts trump brains 
in a new anthology 
of zombie stories 


Book Review 

What exactly could a book titled 
“Zombies! Zombies! Zombies!” 
($25, Vintage Crime/Black Liz- 
ard) be about? 

Cooking? Self-help? 

We kid, of course, but it’s worth 
noting that the Otto Penzler-edited 
anthology of zombie tales probably 
isn’t exactly what you’d expect. 

Those raised on zombie-apoc- 
alypse fare such as “Dawn of the 
Dead” and “28 Days Later” on big 
screens and “The Walking Dead” 
on small ones are used to seeing 




zombies portrayed as bloodthirsty 
reanimated corpses roaming Earth 
in search of a human snack. “Zom- 
bies! Zombies! Zombies!” presents a 
more nuanced portrayal. Not every 
zombie out there wants to eat 
your brains, kid. 

“I have attempted to main- 
tain some balance 
in this collection 
and have omitted 
some pretty good 
stories that, in my 
view, slipped into 
an almost porno- 
graphic sensibil- 
ity of the need to 
drench every page with buckets of 
blood and descriptions of mindless 
cruelty, torture, and violence,” 
writes Penzler, who is considered 


to be an authority on crime, mys- 
tery and other genre fiction. 

Penzler has selected 800 pages 
of zombie-themed short stories, but 
most of them are high on drama, 
tension and a feeling of the maca- 
bre, and low on blood and guts. 

Stories by Edgar Allan Poe, WB. 
Seabrook and H.P. Lovecraft are 
guaranteed to provide the read- 
er with a different prism through 
which to view zombies. And for 
those eager for a more traditional 
view, look no further than Stephen 
King’s yarn “Home Delivery,” a 
more humorous than terrifying tale 
of the dead rising from their graves 
on a remote Maine island. 

As Penzler writes: “You will 
find in these pages some stories 
that you’ve never read by authors 
of whom you’ve never heard, and 
you are in for a treat.” 

Agreed. You might say it’s a no- 
brainer. (AP)

Surtii the Scriptures for Absolute Truth 


The One True God ! 


Question: Do different religions and their gods all stand for the One 
Supreme Being, and if so, is heaven available for all their followers? 

Biblical Answer: “Know therefore this day... that the LORD [Jehovah] 
he is God in heaven above, and upon the earth beneath: there is none 
else” (Deut. 4:39). 

Comments: One of the chief emphases of the Bible is that of the absolute 
exclusivity, the unequaled uniqueness of the only “True God,” the “living 
God” (Jer. 10:10), revealing His name to be “Jehovah” (“LORD” in the 
KJV). The blatancy of error, thus, on the part of those churches and leaders 
who dare to make the LORD a liar and teach that all religions, a// faiths are 
different manifestations of the one truth, is gross. 

Because the LORD is the Only God, He forbids the worship of any other 
aside from Himself (Ex. 20:3, 34:14), whether celestial bodies (Deut. 17:3), 
or dead idols man-made (Hab. 2:18, 19), even the so-called “queen of 
heaven” (Jer. 7:18). Thus, any sacrifice offered not to the King of kings is 
that offered to “devils” (1 Cor. 10:20). Indeed, any other object of worship 
is but an idol, and “an idol,” powerless and futile, is “nothing in the world” 

(1 Cor. 8:4). Because the name of other gods cannot in anyway refer to the 
God, He forbids the very mentioning of them (Ex. 23:13). Because there is 
One God Whose message only is to be declared and heeded (Jer. 13:10; Jn. 
6:68), any supposed prophet representing another god was to be executed 
(Deut. 18:20), even in the event his predictions came about (Deut. 13:1-9). 
Because the LORD only is omnipotent. He alone has the power of life and 
death, both temporal and eternal, and His decision. His verdict, whether for 
blessing or for judgment, is final, being irreversible by any other power 
(Deut. 32:39; Jn. 10:28, 29). None other than the True God, indeed, can 
work His marvelous works, reflective of His own unmatchable attributes 
(Job 5:9; Ps. 118:23; Dan. 3:29). 

Amazingly, the “Only Wise God” and “Saviour” (Jude 1:12; Is. 43:11) 
has come on earth as the Man Lord Jesus, the Christ, to “save His people 
from their sins” (Mt. 1:21). As the unique God-Man (“only begotten,” Jn. 

3:16), Jesus is Himself “one Lord” (1 Cor. 8:6), while embodying the “one 
faith,” and being the only\Nay to the “One God and Father of all” (Eph. 

4:5, 6; cf. Acts 4:12; 1 Tim. 2:5) - His chosen.
